A. P. A’S ARE ANARCHISTIC. 
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Seek To Use Dynamite on Marquette’s 
Statue. 


Washington, March 2.—So great Is the 
fear of the officials of the capitol, to 
whose charge the building is intrusted, 
that an attempt may be made to destroy 
the statue of Pere Marquette that a 
member of the capitol police is kept in 
constant attendance in Statuary hall, 
where the marble figure stands on its 
bronze pedestal. It is the purpose of 
the captain of the capitol police, Mr. Gar- 
den, not to leave the statue unprotected 
day or night. 

The precautions, indeed, will be redoubled 
after the building ts closed for the day 
lest the attempt be made at that time 
by some one who may have concealed him- 
self during the preceding hours. Detec- 
tives were looking this afternoon for a 
man who was heard to say that if the 
opportunity was presented he would place 
a bomb under the statue and biow it 
into a thousand pieces. Had he been 
found he would have been arrested as a 
warning to others similariy disposed. 

All day long the statue has been an 
Object of interest to visitors at the capitol. 
The notoriety it had gained through the 
adverse criticism against its acceptance 
by the government, has given it a prom- 
inence far beyond what its artistic merits 
entitle it to, and yet its artistic merits 
are great. The capitol police will continue 
to guard the statue until the excitement 
caused by its erection there shall have 
disappeared. 

Mr. J. W. Losey, of La Crosse, Wis., 
who represents the governor of that state, 
in accepting the statue decided yesterday 
to remove its covering in order to obviate 
the necessity of a more formal unveiling. 
This was done quietly and in the presence 
only of several employes of the capitol. 

While conflicting steries have been cir- 
culated with reference to the statue, Sen- 
ator Vilas, of Wisconsin, is authority 
for the statement that it will not be 
formrally presented to the government, for 
the simple reason that two years ago it 
was accepted by congress in a resolution 
whith passed both the house and genate.

TREATMENT OF AMERICANS BY 
THE SPANISH 


The Subject of Resolutions—Mr. Cal] 
Requests That Some Statement Be 
Made by Spain. 


Washington, March 2.—Among the peti- 
tions presented in the senate during the 
morning hour was one by Mr. Frye, repub- 
lican, of Maine, from the American Protec- 
tive Association of Maine, protesting against 
the placing of the statue of Pere Mar- 
quette in the statuary hall of the capitol. 

Mr. Call offered the following resolution, 
which has reference to Spanish affairs: 

“Resolved, by the senate, That the pres- 
ideit of the United States be requested to 
demand of the government of Spain a state- 
ment as to the truth of the charges made 
in a letter published in the newspapers pur- 
porting to be from Mr. Gomez, late editor 
of La Lucha, a newspaper published in Ha- 
Vana, that he nad been tortured while con- 
fined in a dungeon on the bare ground for 
two months in Ceuta, the penal colony of 
Spain, to extort from him evidence against 
Julius Sanguilly, a naturalized citizen of the 
United States, end subsequently the killing 
of the said Gomez; also to insist on a full 
report of the evideite and all the proceed- 
ings in the alleged civil trial of Julius San- 
guilly, in which it is charged thatthe said 
Sanguilly was condemned to imprisonment 
for life at Ceuta on suspicion only and with: 
out evidence; also to demand the release of 
Charles Michelson and Lorenzo Betancourt, 
correspondents ef New York newspapers, 
who are charged only with entering within 
the insurgent lines to obtain information; 
also to demand of Spain that all American 
citizens who shall be captured by the Span- 
ish forces shall be treated as prisoners of 
war, and be accorded humane treatment, 
and to inform the Spanish government that 
the United States will insist on this de- 
mand.”’ 

Mr. Call also sent to the clerk’s desk and 
had read a newspaper paragraph stating 
that Juan Gualberto Gomez, ex-editor of 
La Lucha, who had been arrested and sent 
to Ceuta, Africa, for polical reasons had 
been tortured to death because he would not 
make false charges against Sanguilly, an 
American. citizen. After remarks by Mr. 
Call the resolution was referred to the com- 
mittee on foreign relations.

Mr. Williams.has been in Havana so 
long and in such close touch with the 
Officials at the palace, that it is claimed 
his views are colored by Spanish repre- 
sentations, and also by those of merchants, 
commission men and others, whose per- 
sonal interests have been served by the 
putting down of the revolution by Spain.

PREDICTION OF WAR. 


London Daily News Says Spain Is 
Competent—Campos Is Caustic. 


London, March 2.—The Daily News, com- 
menting editorially upon the action of the 
United States senate in passing the resolu- 
tions giving the insurgents in Cuba the 
rights of belligerents, says President Cleve- 
land ought not to act hastily for numerous 
reasons. 

Should the United States recognize the 
Cubans as belligerents, the News says, the 
result would almost certainly be war be- 
tween Spain and America. The issue of 
such a conflict, -however, could not be 
doubted should the Americans go into it 
with their whole heart, but this they prob- 
ably would not do, as the war would involve 
neither the national security nor honor. 

General Campos believed that recognition 
of the Cubans would be a blessing in dis- 
guise, because should the United States 
send troops to Cuba there would be regu- 
lar battles in place of the desultory firing 
which has thus far marked the campaign 
in the island. 

The entire army, navy and militia forces 
ef the United States, according to Senor 
Emilio Castelar, would not be adequate to 
the success of suéh an enterprise. 

“An alliance between Spain and Mexico, 
With the object of counteracting the de- 
signs of the United States has been rec- 
ommended by Premier Canovas del Castil- 
lo,"" the News says, “but such an alliance 
might be anticipated by a compact between 
Cuba and Mexico, though the latter is not 
at present favorable to the suggestion.”’

German Newspapers Are Fighting a 
Worthless, Wordy War.

London, March 2.—A high official connect- 
ed with the Spanish embassy here said In 
an interview today that in Spanish official 
circles it was not regarded as likely that 
war would ensue in consequence of the ac- 
tion of the United States senate concerning 
Cuba. President Cleveland, he said, was a 
man of calm judgment who was not likely to 
force matters and who held the key to the 
situation.

He Is Expected to Speak Today in 
_ New York. 

BONDS MAY COME SHORTLY 


War Rumors Make Wall Street Pinch 
the Gold. 


TO CONSIDER BACON’S BOND RESOLUTION 


Mr. Bailey Is Being Talked of in Con- 
nection with the Speakership if 
the Democrats Should Win. 


Washington, March 2.—(Special.)—Presi- 
dent Cleveland is going over to New York 
tomorrow to preside over the meeting of 
the Board of Home Missions of the Pres- 
byterian church. 

He expects to make an address with 
reference to the situation in Turkey. Mr. 
Cleveland nay also take occasion in his 
address to express himself on the subject 
of the Cuban war. 

It is known that he opposed the passage 
of resolutions recognizing the belligerency 
‘of the Cubans,. and will probably take 
eccasion in his address to state the reasons 
why. ‘The country is eager to hear his 
exact position and it may be gratified to- 
morrow night. 

Again the Cry for Bonds. 

The same old Wall street element is 
using the Spanish complications, growing 
out of the Cuban rebellion, to embarrass 
the financial condition of the government. 
As has already been seen, the gold reserve 
has been increased to but very little over 
the $100,000,000 mark by the recent issue of 
bonds. 

It is announced from Wall street today 
that shipments of gold to this country 
have been stopped owing to fhe possibili- 
ties of war with Spain. This simply means 
that the same old crowd in Wall street 
intend to make another raid upon the 
gold reserve, and if possible force another 
issue of bonds in the near future. 

Mr. Cleveland has already announced 
that if necessary he would make another 
issue of $100,000,000 of bonds similar to the 
isgue nrade less than a month ago. He 
realizes that the bond issues he has made 
have caused him to become very unpopu- 
lar with the pedple of the country. He 
further understands that serious compli- 
cations with Spain will result, just as 
our complications with England over the 
Venezuela matter did, When the Wall 
street financiers find the government in- 
volved with a foreign power again they 
will draw out the gold as they did before, 
and under Mr. Cleveland’s policy, which 


he repeatedly declares he will adhere to, 
he will be forced to make another issue, 
just as the Wall street people desire. 
This, probably, is one reason why the 
president is so opposed to the recognition 
of the belligerent ‘rights of the Cubans. 
His policy has’ gone further than he ex- 
pected it to. de ‘believes that it is now 
too tate for him to turn back. Be the 
consequences what they may, he must ad- 
here to it. 
Bacon Bond Resolution. 

The senate finance committce will proba- 
bly again consider Senator Bacon's reso- 
lution prevent further issue of bonds 
unless authorized by congress early next 
week, and it is probabie that the resolu- 
tion will be reported favorably to the 
senate. 

Mr. Bai‘ey for Speaker. 

Judge Crisp’s announcement for the sen- 
ate and his retiremrent from the house 
will leave the democratic party in the 
house without a recognized speaker. There 
are many aspirants for the position, but 
there is no man who stands so prominently 
to the front as to gain it without a con- 
test.

New York, March 2.—Judge Lacombe, of 
the United States circuit court, late this af- 
ternoon appointed President John K. Cow- 
an end Vice President Oscar J. Murray, of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company, 
auxiliary receivers of the property of the 
company in this state. The application 
Was made at the instance of the Mercan- 
tile Trust Company, and was not opposed. 
Similar action was taken today in the 
United States courts in Delaware, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Illinois and Ohio. 


HE MUST BUY SEEDS. 


House Passes on the Senate Joint Res- 
olution—Mobile Harbor. 

Washington, March 2.—In the early pro- 
ceedings of the house today the senate 
joint resolution authoriging the continuance 
of the improvements of the Mobile harbor 
was agreed to. Also a bil! authorizing the 
Arkansas and Northwestern Railroad Com- 
pany to construct and operate a road 
through Indian Territory. 

On motion of Mr. Millis, republican, of 
Delaware, the rules were suspended, and the 
senate joint resolution agreed to author- 
izing and directing the secretary of agri- 
culture to purchase and distribute seeds, 
etc., as has been done in preceding years.

Washington, March 2.—A dispatch to the 
navy department reported the arrival today 
at Acapulco, Mexico, of the United States 
ship Alert.

The cause was the assassination of Hon. 
Hannis Taylor, American minister at 
Madrid, by an excited mob of Spaniards. 

The assassination did not occur, but it 
was just the same as if it had. American 
patriotism and American imagination were 
inflamed and Spain was swept from the 
seas and off the map many a time during 
the day. 

A short while before noon a rumor came 
to town that Minister Taylor had -been 
assassinated at Madrid. It fell on ears 
willing to believe. The people had read in 
the morning papers abcut the mobs and 
excitement at Madrid and Barcelona and it 
was easy for them to believe that the 
hignest official of this country had been 
killed in Spain. 

The rumor went over town faster than 
fire ever swept across a dry prairie. It 
was taken up and carried from lip. to lip 
until everybody was talking about it and 


saying how inevitable war wih Spain 
was. 
Naturally there was excitement. A half 


hour after the rumor started The Consti- 
tution office was the center of eager ir- 
quiry. The office was crowded with people 
who came rushing in out of breath to hear 
the news from Spairi. The telephone wires 
were kept hot and over 50) messages came 
in from anxious inquirers who had heard 
the rumor as it flew. 

In that mysterious way in which such 
news travels the rumor reached almost 
every town and city in Georgia early in 
the afternoon. Those towns connected 
with Atlanta by telephone were quickly 
told that the report was not true, They 
commenced ringing up as early as 3 in 
the afternoor and kept it up until 9, when 
Tom Reed, with all Athens eagerly waiting 
to know the facts, called up to ask about 
the report. 

There were many teleprone inquiries 
in the afternoon, but when right came— 

There was a continual ringing of the 
bell. 

‘Is that report true that—"” an eager 
voice would begin,- but got no farther. 

‘No, it’s a mistake,’ the office boy 
would repeat, wanting to hear no more, 
and sw it kept up until midnight. 

Many people went to bed with the horri- 
ble picture of an assassinated minister 
hovering over them to dream of war, and 
to them Minister Taylor will be a dead 
man until ihey read the paper this morn- 
ing. 

The rumor went unconfirmed until in the 
afternoon, when the press association sent 
out denials of it. Investigation here proved 
that the report was received in Atlanta 
by the cotton exchange in the Equitable 
bu‘iding. 

It was sent by Lamson Bros., Chicago. 
The message was posted up in the office 
and created great excitement. Inside of 
twenty mirutes the report was all over 
the city and every one was talking. 

“Tt means war, sure,” was the 
typed remark. 

“What means war?’ 

“Why, haven't you heard about it?— 
the American minister to Spain has been 
assassinated.” 

And people went on believing it and 
talking about war. There hasn’t been more 
war talk since the famous Venezuelan 
struggle of two months ago. The veterans 
of that conflict came forward and fought 
another desperate engagement. Some of 
them involved all the great powers of the 
world in the war, while others contented 
themselves with a brief struggle in which 
the United States swept the army and navy 
of Spain from the face of the earth. 

Meantime, Minister Taylor was at the 
American lezgation in Madrid wondering 
what was really going to happen and con- 
gress was filling up The Record with pa- 
triotic utterances on the Cuban resolu- 
tions. 
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“HE’S NOT.THE MAN.” 


THESE WORDS SPOKEN BY MAT. 
TIE JONES AT ROCK SPRINGS 


Saved Williams’s Life When He Was 
Carried Before the Young Lady 
for Identification. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 2.—(Special.) 
There was a crowd of 400 or 500 hundred 
men Sunday morning near the Jones res- 
idence, at Rock Springs, to meet the escort 
having in charge Williams, the tramp, sus- 
pected of being the man who had outraged 
Mattie Jones. They had come to see that 
punishment was meted out to the villian 
if he was the guilty party. Representative 
Gordon Lee, the sheriff and other officials 
were there to prevent lynching, if possible. 
But they could do nothing. 

It was decided to try the prisoner, before 
a jury of twenty-four good men, it he 
should be identified, and sentence him at 
once, and then to carry out the sentence 
with a rope of sufficient length to permit 
every man present to take hold Of it in 
order that one might be no more guilty 
than another in cheating the sheriff out of 
a job. To avoid undue excitement it was 
decided that the girl’s father, Reece Jones, 
and Hon. George Lee, were to take Wil- 
liams before the victim, which they did as 
openly as possible. Miss Jones Cchosely scu- 
tinized the pale and trembling figure before 
her. whose life hung on the very next 
words that fell from her lips, and in clear 
and distinct tones, she said: ‘‘No, he’s not 
the man.” 

Then she very plainly pointed out the re- 
semblance in the clothes, etc, but Was con- 
fident she was not mistaken, and Williams 
knew that his life was saved. And then, as 
the mist vanished before the morning sun, 
the row dispersed to find the guilty man. :

TWO HOTELS BURNED. 


ALCAZAR AND PARK GATE IN 
RUINS.

“Abandoned Exposition Hotels Discov- 
ered Ablaze Early This Morning. 
All Entirely Destroyed.

The Alcazar hotel and the Park Gate 
hotel, structures on Fourteenth street and 
Piedmont avenue, respectively, near tne 
entrance gate of the exposition grounds, 
were destroyed by fire at 2 o’ciédck this 


morning. 

A part of the Mexican bull fighters’ pa- 
vilion and all of the lumber of which the 
pavilion was constructed also burned. Part 
of the building had been torn down and the 
lumber piled up near the Aleazar hotel 

Two or three smaller buildings of little 

value went down with the hotels in fire. 
The blaze was a sweeping one. It originat- 
ed in the Alcazar hotel, starting near the 
center of the building, the fire quickly en- 
veloped the entire structure, destroying 
every foot of lumber and the contents of 
the building. : 
' The Park Gate hotel caught from the 
blaze of the rear end of the Alcazar. Both 
had almost been destroyed before the fire- 
men reached the scene. Neither was occu- 
pied as a hotel at present. The origin of the 
fire is unknown. It was descovered: by the 
Alcazar hotel watchman, who was in the 
building. He sleeps at the hotel. When 
the cracking of the fire and the falling 
timbers awoke the watchman the fire had 
gained full headway. He quickly ran to 
the nearest telephone and called the fire 
department. , ' : 

The Alcazar was a frame pine structure, 
built on the ell plan. It fronted Fourteenth 
street, within one hundred yards of the 
main entrance to the exposition. The blaze 
was discovered far back in the front part 
of the structure, and it had eaten away a 
large portion of the building. Before the 
arrival of Cap Joyner and his department 
the hotel had almost been destroyed, as 
had the Park Gate hotel and the remains 
of the bull fighters’ pavilion. The struc- 
tures were all built of light timber, and 


| being very dry, burned like tinder. The work 


department was mostly de- 
saving telephone and _ tel- 
poles in the vicinity, which 
evinced a disposition to burn. Water in 
any quantity could not have saved the 
buildings. In fact, they were practically de- 
stroyed before the arrival of the firemen. 

The Alcazar was used as a pool room. 
Bets on horse races were placed in a turf 
exchange operated in the dining room of 
the hotel. The building cost, when new, 
about $9,000. The furniture and furnishings 
used in the hotel during the exposition sea- 
son cost something about $10,000, and the 
greater part of the contents after the fair 
were still in it this morning and were de- 
stroyed. Nothing whatever was saved. 

The Aleazar was the property of Messrs. 
Harry Cassin and , . Gress, of the 
Gress bank. It was insured for $9,000. 

The Park Gate hotel was the property of 
J. W. Moffitt. The contents were destrvy- 
ed. The cost and insurance figures could 
not be obtained this morning. 

Mr. Joseph Thompson owned the bull 
fighters’ pavilion. He purchased the struc- 
ture for the lumber, and had destroyed 
and piled up most of it. 

The blaze lit up the exposition buildings 
brilliantly and many in the city thougnt 
that the exposition buildings were burning. 


A Roof Was on Fire. 


The fire department made its first run 
for this month and the ‘first one since Mr. 
Cummings has been assistant chief of the 
department yesterday afternoon. The alarm 
came in at 5:10 o’clock and was received 
by telephone. It called the fire fighters to 
30 Iiull street, where the roof of the house 
occupied by 8S. F. Waters was ablaze. The 
fire was caused by a separk. The damage 
was slight.

bugs originated and tell you how the house 
of Rothschilds arose during the Napoleonic 
wars, who absorbed the indebtedness of 
nations by serenely speculating over the 
Carnage of Waterloo. For these Jews sil- 
ver was demonetized that one money metal 
Tag Fogel te of = way and the other 
carcer, dearer and mo 
monopolized. re easily 

" gold was discovered in California 
and Australia. This new wealth filled the 
Shylock family with horror and they at 
once declared war on gold and filled the 
heads of writers on economies with their 
sorrow, the result of which there was a 
book written called ‘The Fall of Gold.’ 
Gold was immediately demonetized in Hol- 
land, Belgium, Germany and Austria, and 
they all went to a silver basis. England 
had too far committed herself the other 
way, and sent out sly agents to California 
who reported that gold heds were scarcer 
than silver beds. After our civil war these 
people who had been buying our bonds 
during the war procured silver demoneti- 
zation in the cUnited Siates. 

“The world’s stock of gold is about §$,- 
600.000,000 anc her stock of silver about 
$4,000,000,000, making in all $7,600,000,000, or 
$6 per capita for the world’s population of 
12,000,000,000 souls. If silver was taken out 
we would have left in gold $ per capita. 
But the gold everywhere locked up in re- 
serves and war chests would not leave 
that much. Or to come home, we have 
nominally, gay $650,000,000 in gold and $500,- 
000,000 in silver. The silver not being re- 
demption money it cannot be taken into 
account, which leaves us about $9 per cap- 
ita or coin which is standard money of 
final payment with which to redeem seven 
other kinds of money being circulated un- 
der the mint laws of the United States. 

“Monometallists admit that prices 
have gone down and that our gold or 
redemption money has appreciated in val- 
ue, but they have no remedy to suggest 
only to make the times harder. The bi- 
metallists say let us have more redemption 
money by renronetizing silver. If the 
monometallists can suggest no relief they 
ought to let us have our way awhile. 
You will bear in mind that a fluctuation 
of fiat or token money will not give us 
any relief, according to all of the authori- 
ties on economics. We must have relief 
by an increase of our money of redemption. 
Confidence money will never bring good

times without a suspension of specie 
payments, if we had wagon loads of it. 

“With the steady appreciation of the 
gold dollar and the strenuous efforts of 
Mr. Cleveland to retire the five hundred 
mulion of greenbacks and treasury notes; 
the business men cannot prosper. It is us- 
ual for the merchant who has, say $2,000 in 
cash in- his business, to risk 50 per cent 
of that amount in his business on credit, 
making a business of $3,000, but. with the 
steady appreciation of money, should any 
of his plans miscarry, in a year or two 
more a dollar would be so hard to get 
that it would sacrifice the whole stock 
to pay his indebtedness. This is a simple 
illustration of the way that thousands 
of business men have gone to the wall 
in the last few years. 

“Take the average farmer who has gone 
in debt and it is the same way. Twenty 
years ago in middle and south Georgia 
a healthy young man could marry, buy 
him a home on credit, without a dollar, 
and pay for it; now, he cannot do it. 
I know a plantation that was bought for 
$6,700 in gold in 1859 and was sold the other 
day for $1,000. That man had better have 
violated the precepts of the Bible and 
buried his geld in the earth, than to have 
invested it. Whenever a condition of 
things exists like this, that it is more 
profitable to hoard money than to invest 
it, the machinery of our political economy 
is at fault and should be changed. We 
cannot expect to sail a ship on faith, only 
touching the water now and then, nor 
can we expect to conduct fhe business 
of the world on confidence, referring only 
now and then to gold as a standard wf 
value. If we are going to a gold standard, 
let us go at one grand swoop and have 
no other money, reduce bank credits and 
bring down prices and wages. 

“The attempt to maintain the gold stand- 
ard by sciling bonds and buying gold, with 
the expectation of keeping in that way a 
large volume of gold permanently here, is 
utter folly; and any one who believes the 
gold standard can be maintained in that 
way is unfit to have charge of the finances 
of the country. There is, I repeat. absu- 
lutely but one way to keep gold here and 
that is to cut down prices to fit the stand- 
ard and make gojd the pricing instrument, 
Prices should not be fixed on a voiume of 
token money and be controlled by a gold 
standard. Mr. Bacon in his recent speech 
in the United States senate shows ut 
what enormous ccst we are maintaining 
the gold standard. He showed that $2.02,- 
000,000 of bords had been issued within two 
years, or about $131,000,000 per year Wiyw 
what it had cost us to maintain it, pesides 
the interest on those bonds. He showed 
that $8,000,000 of principal debt and $300,000 
of é@nterest would fall upon the state of 
Georgia alone. While he showed all that, 
he did not emphasize as I would like the 
great cost to the toiling people that this 
condition of things would entail. - 

“In 1866 the United Siates government 
owe $7.9090.0900.000.. This had been reduced 
to about $585,000,000 up to the last bond issue 
aggregating $162,000,000. Now, at the rate

coinage, let every miner who wished to 
have silver bullion coined have the same 
amount of gold carried to the mints at 
the same that he carried his silver 
bullion. For. instance, if he carried enough 
Silver bullion to coin $1,000 let him oe 
compelled to carry enough gold bullion to 
coin $1,000 at the same time. Let the gold 
miners be compelled to do the same thing. 
It seems to me that this would keep both 
— on a parity at the legal established 

“The struggle today is between the 
debtor and creditor classes. With one- 
half of the world’s money of final account 
destroyed the creditor can demand twice 
as much of the products of your field, 
your shop and your enterprise and labor 
for his dues. 

“In other words whatever standard can 
bring to grasping hands and greedy hearis 
the most of the toil, the sweat and the 
unrequited effort of his fellow man, 
this standard will be demanded by the 
representatives of greed and avarice and 
must be resisted by those who represent 
humanity and? Christianity. 

“When silver was demonetized it was 
worth $1.08 and always had maintained its 
parity with gold at a ratio of 16 tol. And 
if now gold should be found in great 
quantities the bondholders and the fixed 
income class would demand demonetization 
of gold and ask for the establtshment of 
a diamond standard. 

“It is safe to estimate that by the fall 
in prices of agricultural products the pur- 
chasing power of the farming class has 
been cut down by at least one-half. And 
even if the prices of the things he would 
buy had come down in the same propor- 
tion. in which bis own products had falled, 
he still had little left to buy with after 
living and paying what he must pay. 
Hence. with this enormous falling off in the 
capacity of 30,000,000 of people, devoted to 
agriculture, to buy a seeming surplus of 
manufactured products, industries stop and 
trade is restricted. That is our condition 
now. The fact is that thirty-eight millions 
of people cannot long continue to get high 
Wages and reap large profits by — selling 
their surplus products to thirty million of 
people who have taken low wages and no 
profits. There must be and will be a level- 


ing down in these industries; and the level- . 


ing will be down and not up. The ten- 


dency now is down and not up. 

“Suppose you owed a man 460 pounds of 
cotton for a ton of guano, and he was to 
go before the committee on coinage, weights 
and measures and secure the passage of a 
law that required 48 ounces to make &@ 
pound and take your 450-pound bale and 
call it a hundred and fifty pounds and cred- 
it it on your note and tell you he would 
wait until next fall for the balance, and 
tell you that the guano men did it to pre- 
vent them losing confidence in you. rhe 
debtor’s obligation does not call for mon- 
ey, but dollars, but by leg.slation we have 
made the dollar three times as large in 
purchasing power or in measuring value 
as it was before. EP a ete 

“We talk about gold having ‘intrinsic 
value.’ My idea of intrinsic value is some- 
thing like this: Suppose you were on an 
island with nothing to eat. What good 
would a wagon load of gold do a starving 
man? Or if you were drowning, could you 
estimate the intrinsic value of a plank 
twenty feet long and two inches thick: 
‘Intrinsic value’ sounds like the prating 
of an idiot, when the value of money is 
the artificial product of legislation. 

“Enact a law providing that no meat of 
any kind, whether ‘fish, flesh or fowl,’ ex- 
cept beef shall be used. What would be the 
intrinsic value of hogs, mutton, poultry or 
fish? It would greatly increase the price 
of beef. Or pass a law that nothing shall 
be woven or made into cloth except silk. 
Cotton and wool would be worthless and 
silk would be enhanced in price. 

“This system will not only ruin the toil- 
ing farmer who works his girl children in 
the summer’s heat and winter's coli Mm the 
ficid, depriving them of the advantage of an 
education, but it must ultimately reach th 
moneyed men. Labor is the last thing to 
fall in price, but it will fall and has fallen. 

“There is an economic maxim that Says: 
‘If you double the volume of money, you 
double the valve of products; if you divide 
the volume of money, you divide the vaiue 
of products. Divide the volume of money, 
you double the debt; double the volume of 
money and you divide the debt.’ A man 
who sold a $5,000 farm twenty years ago 
could buy the same farm now for $1,0. 

“I have not time to discuss the workings 
of the national banks, but will say that I 
am violently opposed to them. I am oppos- 
ed to banking companies buying United 
States bonds and having the right to have 
nations] bank bills issued thereon to the 
extent of 90 per cent of the amount invest- 
ed, and having the same ron-taxable and 
drawing from 4 ts 6 per -ent interest on 
them. It gives the bankér an advantage 
over other people to make money by gov- 
ernment aid. 

“Figures show that half the wealth of 
the United Staies is held by 24,000 people. 
Sixty-seven million of our people appeal to 
you for a verdict against 24,000 who oppose 
them. Will you give it? 

‘In 1892 all three of the great parties rec- 
ognized the fact that we did not have 
enough money and declared for remonetiza- 
tion of silver in their platform, and in his 
last message to congress Mr. Cleveland ac- 
knowledged the perplexing condition of our 
eeney affairs, showing that we need re- 

©. 

let us dig away the drift wood of error 
that has accumulated in the last few years 
in the pit of truth, going down until we 
find the truth, and when we find it inscribe 
it on our banners.”’

ROME EXCITED LAST NIGHT 


Music and Shouting in the Streets, dut 
No Serious Conflicts Are 


Reported. 


Rome, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)—Tonight 
the city is wild with excitement. The King 
crowd has captured the two brass bands 
and pandemonium has reigned since 7 
o’clock. The negroes are especially jubi- 
lant and the crowd presents the aspect of 


a cross between the Fourth of July and 


Christmas. 

A monster King meeting was held at the 
courthouse and the building and grounds 
were filled with a mixed multitude of five 


hundred people. 

At the opera*ouse tonight the Seay crowd 
heid forth and around the entrance there 
has geen a gang of heelers for hours, 
whooping and yelling and parading up and 
down Broad street. 

So far the fighting has been confined to 
a few fisticuffs, no serious damage having 
been done. The excitement is intense, 
however, and it only required a spark to 
cause a general conflagration among the 
adherents of the two tickets. It is impossi- 
ble to determine which ticket is in the lead. 
Mayor Moore has detailed a picked squad of 
patrolmen to preserve order at the polls 
tomorrow, where serious trouble is feared 
from the heated nature of the contest. 


BACK TO NATIVE SOIL. 


Second Cargo of Negro Emigrants Has 
Sailed from Savannah. 
Savannan, Ga., March 2.—The Liberian 
emigrant steamer Laurada, which lay in 
the river last night awaiting a third en- 
gineer to complete her complement of of- 
ficers, cleared and sailed today for Mon- 
rovia. Her officers expect, with fair 
weather, to reach the African coast in 

twenty days. 

The sailing of the Laurada carrying the 
second cargo of negro emigrants by the 
International Migration Society hag caused 
much excitement among the colored peo- 
ple. 
Zishop Henry M. Turner, of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church, who is an 
ardent advocate of Liberian emigration, 
who has been here several days and was 
on the wharf most of the time after the 
arrival of the steamer until she sailed, 
encouraged the emigrants. He spoke for 
over an hour on the wharf just before the 
steamer sailed and last night preached in 
St. Philip’s church, one of the largest col- 
ored churches in Savannah. The Laurada 
was watched from the city by the colored 
population until she passed out of sight. 
The vessel was thoroughly inspected by 
the customs officers and inspectors of the 
steamboat service. She carried provisions 
to last four months and was thoroughly 
equipped.

just as the governor does. The senator 
represents the sovereign people in con- 
gress, and the governor represents the 
sovereign people in the management and 


“administration of their immediate and 


local affairs. If it should be proposed 
now that the governor shouid be elected 
by proxy—that is to say, by the leg's- 
lature—the proposition would naturally 
and justly call forth a serious protest 
from the people. 

Another evidence that the peonle are 
taking more interest in the choice of 
United States senators than ever before 
is shown in the fact that two years ago 


‘many of the counties in Georgia beld 
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primaries on the senatorial question, so 
that the people might have an opportun- 
ity of making their choice known. In: 
other words, the executive committees 
of probably fifty counties. in Georg'a, 
recognizing the right of the people to 
express their choice for United States 
Senators, made the senatorship an issue 
in the primaries, as it was in the 
state. 

In the selection of a congressman only 
the people of a district are primarily 
interested, but the people of all the con- 
gressional districts and of the whole 
State are interested in the choice of a 
United States senator, for he. when he 
takes his seat, represents the people 
of the whole state in their collective 
sovereign capacity. 

There are sound and substantial rea- 
sons why the people should be allowed 
to express their will and choice in the 
Senatorial contest that is about to take 
place in Georgia. That contest. as our 
Washington correspondent puts it, is to 
be one of issues. It is to be a contest 
involving the free coinage of both gold 
and silver on the one hand and the 
single gold standard on the other. 

This is a vital issue involving the 
Prosperity of the people or their further 
impoverishment, and they should be per- 
mitted to say in a formal and an author- 
itative way whether they desire to be 
represented in the senate by a man who 

believes in the free coinage of both gold 
and silver or by a man who believes jin 
the single gold standard—the ruinous

The action of the house of representa- 
tives in adopting a concurrent resolution 
declaring that a state of public war 
exists in Cuba and recognizing the bel- 
ligerent rights of the Cuban patriots, 
virtually settles the question of the at- 
titude of the government of the United 
States toward the revolutionists, irre- 
spective of any action that might here- 
after be taken by the president. 

In justice to President Cleveland, we 
do not hesitate to say that, in our opin- 
ion, he is misrepresented by the utter- 
ances of the prime minister of Spain 
and of the press of Madrid and Havana, 
it being the unanimous expression from 
these sources that the president will 
veto any action that congress might 
take recognizing a state of open warfare 
in Cuba. 

In the first place, the resolutions 
adopted by the senate, as well as those 
adopted yesterday by the house, do not 
require executive sanction, for, as an 
expression of the opinion of the people 
of the United States, they become opera- 
tive as sooh as they receive the con- 
current approval of the two houses. 


|The resolutions adopted by the house 


differ somewhat from those of the sen- 
ate, yet both aim at the same result and 
are practically the same in effect. 

We believe, however, that should the 
resolutions of congress, recognizing the 
belligerent rights of the Cuban patriots, 
require executive approval to become 
operative. President Cleveland would 
not hesitate to give that approval. 
There has never been a question before 
congress in which the sentiment of 
the people was more unanimous 
than that which involves the recognition 
of the belligerent rights of the struggling 
Cubans, and which, when reduced to its 
last analysis, means the freedom of the 
island from the oppressive and tyranni- 
eal rule of Spain. 

The action of congress chrystallizes 
public opinion, and should the time come 
that more active steps are required, 
congress, backed by public opinion. will 
not hesitate to go as far as may be

The establishment of the single standard 
renders it both possible and easy to 
corner the world’s supply of money, 
While the double standard renders that 
task cumbrous and impossible, 
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Rev. Dr. Strickler. 

It is not often that a matter of mere 
congregational interest attracts general 
public attention, but in the anxiety 
Which the membership of the First Pres- 
byterian church exhibited for the reten- 
tion in this city of the Rey.

On Saturday last the official organ of 
the secretary of the interior promulgated 
the following: 

One week from today the state democratic 
committee will determine whether the party 
in Georgia shall follow its old-time rule, 
Which will be acceptable to everybody, or 
adopt an innovation which will produce fric- 
tion and strife within the party. It ought 
to be very easy to settle that question. 

An “innovation!” Is it an innova- 
tion” to give the people the opportunity 
and the incentive to take a special inter- 
est in party matters? Is it-an “inno- 
vation” to economize the people's time 
and money in disposing of the prelimi- 
naries of the campaign ahead of us? 
Is it an “innovation” to follow the ex- 
ample of other democratic states where 
precisely the same conditions exist? Is 
it an “innovation” to cut off useless 
Strife and agitation at a period that 
may be said to represent a democratic 
crisis? Is it an “innovation” to do 
what was done in 1876? 

In regard to the matter of “innova- 
tions” it may be said that neither the 
secretary of the interior nor his official 
organ has been véry particular of late 
in regard to innovations that go to the 
root of things. They protest against 
What they call “innovations” in purely 
formal democratic practices, but they 
have no hesitation in proposing an inno- 
vation in democratic principles. They 
shrink from what they call the “inno- 
vation” of holding only one state con- 
vention, but they eagerly propose to 
abolish time-honored democratic doc- 
trines and substitute those that have 
the stamp and seal of republicanism at 
its worst, 

The secretary of the interior and his 
official organ cry out against one con- 
vention and declare that there ought to 
be two conventions because it has been 
the practice of the party to hold two 
in presidential years. Precedent seems 
to be a vital matter with them if it 
touches only formal matters; but it is of 
no account whatever when it- touches 
democratic doctrines and principles. 
The fact that the d@nocratie party 
has for twenty years demanded the re- 
monetization of silver and protested 
against the contraction of the currency 
is of no importance whatever to the 
secretary and his official organ. Ignor- 
ing this precedent, which is of vital im- 
portance, they come forward now and 
say that the democratic party must ac- 
cept republican doctrines and principles: 
that it must fall into line with John 
Sherman and the other republican lead- 
ers, and that it must indorse doctrines 
and principles which it. has never yet 
failed to denounce. 

Even if one convention is an “inno- 
vation’”—which it is not—it is one that 
will strengthen and unite and harmonize 
the party; it is merely an innovation in 
practice. But the innovation proposed 
by the secretary of the interior and his 
official organ is caleulated to disgust 
honest democrats and destroy the party, 
for it is a proposition to abolish a dem- 
ocratic principle and substitute for it 
a principle dear to the republicans,

He read his re- 
port as follows: 

“The undersigned member of the com. 
mittee appointed to report whether the 
ordinance abolishing the detective slepart- 
ment of the police force abolished the of- 
fice of assistant chief of police, begs co sub- 
mit the following minority report: 

The charter (code section 75) is as fol- 
lows: 

‘Section 75. The police force of the city 
shall consist of a chief ef police and such 
other officers and men as the city council 
shall by ordinance prescribe. They shall 
take an oath faithfully and impartially to 
discharge the duties imposed on them by 
the laws and city ordinances, and shail 
give sucl. bonds as may be required of 
them by the city ordinance. Their several 
terms of office shall commence on the tst 
day of April and continue for two years,’ 

“It will be observed that the city council 
has plenary charter power to prescribe 
what officers and men shall constitute 
the police with the single Mmitation that 
there must be a chief of police. There is 
no limitation as to when ordinances shall 
be passdd prescribing the officers and 
men of the police force. Their term of of- 
fice is fixcd at two years. 

“In 1891 the city council passed an ordl- 
nance codified in section 8&8 of the vode 
which is as follows: : 

“Sec. 83. The police force of the city 
of Atlanta-shall consist of one chief, who 
shall be paid $2,000, and three captains, 
who shall be paid $100 per month each; 
six sergeants at $2.59 each per day: two 
station house heepers at $2.50 each ver day; 
two cemetery guards at $0 each per month: 
two park watchmen, so long as needed, at 
$45 per month each, and as many patrol- 
men at $2 as the appropriation will war- 
rant. The board of police commissioners 
are authorized to detail patrolmen for gpe- 
cial detective work, and such patrolinen 
so detailed shall receive such pay per diem 
as the board may fix, not to exceed $2.50 
per day each, except chief detective, wliose 
pay shall not exceed a regular cantain’s 
pay ($100 per month), and he shall rank 
- captain and. be assstant chief of po- 

ice. 
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and distinct officer is bed and he 
is called the ‘assistant dura lice.’ He 
is elected and qualified as tant chief 
of police,’ and his salary is fixed as such 
officer, and his duties were left ly the 
city council to the board ef police commis-

“*The assistant chief of police is the 
chief of the detective bureau, and will, in 
the absence of the chief of police, act as 
chief of the police department, and will be 
obeyed and respected accordingly.’ 

RULE 36 


‘**When necessary the chief of detectives 
will sign the name of the chief of police 
to all communications going out from his 
department, per himself as “assistant chief 
of police.”’ During the absence of the 
chief of police from the city ne will sign 
his name as “acting chief of police’ to 
all communications going out {from the 
department.’ $ 

“In 1891°a chief detective was elected by 
the police board. In 1893 and in !835 no 
such officer was elected, but in both years 
an ‘assistant chief of police’ was elected. 
In the ordinances, in the rule book, on the 
minutes and everywhere he was recognized 
and called ‘assistant chief ef police.’ His 
duties were those of an ‘assistant chief of 
police.’ His duties as chief detective were 
merely incidental to the ofice of assistant 
chief «of police. His authority as chief 
detective wes not derived from the city 
council, but from the board of police com- 
missioners. 

“If, however, I am in error in my con- 
clusion that section S83 Was repealed, I 
submit that under the provisions of gaid 
section the Inman ordinance did rot arol- 
ish the office of assistant chief of police. 
Said section authorized the police board 
to ‘detail’ men for the police force to do 
detective work. This applies to the chief 
detective as well as to the other detectives. 
It is clear that the board has ro authority 
to go outside of the force for men to be 
‘detailed’ as detectives. Therefore; while 
the Inman ordinance may nave nuilihed the 
action of the board in ‘detailing’ these men 
to do detective work, it did mot and could 
not otherwise affect their position on the 
force. 

“Under any view of this matter I am 
constrained to conclude and report that 
the ofhcee of assistant chief of police still 
remains and respectfully recommend that 
the police board should act accordingly.”

“Tt will be observed that said ordinance 
prescribes the officers and men who shall 
constitute the police force and fixes their 
salaries. Among others it provides that 
the detective force shall consist of a chief 
detective and other patro]men for this work 
without specifying the number. It turther 
provides that the chief detective shall 
rank as captain and be assistant chief cf 
police. Their terms were for two years, 
unless their services were dispensed with 
as provided by ordinances. 

“At the end of two years, to-wit: March 
22, 1893, the city council in pursuance of its 
charter power passed un ordinance (char- 
ter amendments, page 131, section 438), 
which js as follows: 

“ ‘Sec. 438. 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council, That the police force 
of the city of Atlanta for the term hegin- 
ning April 1, 1893, shall consist of one chief 
of police, one assistant chief of 
three captains of police, sx sergeants of 
police, three station house keepers, six 
detectives and as many »atrolmen as the 
annual appropriation will pay, the rate of 
compensation in each being as follows: 
Chief of poiice, $2,40) per annum; captains 
of pokce each, $1,200 per annum: assistant 
chief of police, $1,800 per annum; sergeants 
of police, each $2.50 per day: detectives, 
each $2.50 per day; patrolmen, or police- 
men, each $2 per day.’ 

“It will be observed that this ordinance 
deals with the entire subject matter coyv- 
ered by section 883, making, however. sey- 
eral important changes in the police force, 
to-wit: Adding one station house keeper, 
two cemetery guards, two park watch- 
men, and establishing the office of assist- 
ant chief of police and fixing the number 
of detectives at six and prescribing the 
salary of the assistant chief of police and 
the salaries of the other men. 

“Under section 883 the ch'ef detective 
was ex-officio assistant chief of police. 
Under section 488 the ussistant chief of po- 
lice was created as a separate and inde- 
pendent office. 

“It cannot be contended that section 438 
They are sep- 
arate and distinct o:dinances and, as I 
have said, cover the ent*‘re subject inatter. 
The ordinance (883) had accomplished its 
purpose and had expired by virtue of its 
own dimitations. It was incumbent on the 
city council, by ordinance, to: preseribe 
what officers and men should, constitute 
the police force of the city for the ensuing 
‘wo years, and it did so by passing the or- 
dinance, section 438. 

“Tf this contention is not tenable I sub- 
mit that beyond question that section 428 
repealed by clear implcation section» &s3.

Against Purchase of the Park. 

A petition of over 700 citizens was read 
against the purchase of Piedmont park. 
The reason stated were as follows: 

‘1. Because of the enormous debt of 
about 3,000,000 which Atlanta is carrying. 

“2. The very high rate of taxation we 
are now paying. 

“3. The fact that the city does not need 
the ground for any purpose. 

“4. The very serious fact that the city 
does now very specialiy neea Many im- 
provements, such as bridges, schoolhouses, 
a reformatory, crematories, a city hall, 
sewers, water mains, etc., to say nothing 
of the cramped_and languishing condition 
of her charitable institutions and other 
important matters. 

‘The city and its citizens are suffering 
for improvements of prime necessity that 
cannot be supplied for lack of money 
which cannot be raised. 

“We most earnestly protest against the 
proposed purchase of a property, upon any 
terms whatever, for which the city has no 
use and which would be a perpetual bur- 
den upon our people, who are already 
strained to pay taxes to meet current de- 
mands, thousands of us not being able to 
do even this. 

‘Very earnestly submitted with the hope 
that you will see the matter as we do 
and decline to purchase the property.” 


Mr. Inman’s Resolution. 
As chairman of the finance committee 
Mr. Inman introduced the following reso- 


lution: 

‘Resolved by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That the 
mayor and finance committee are hereby 
authorized to negotiate loans aggregating 
$200,000 from the Lowry Banking Company 
to defray the expenses of the city govern- 
ment for the first half of the year as au- 
thorized by the city charter, such loans 
to be made in four equal installments, as 
of the dates of March 4th and 15th and 
April 5th and 15, 1896, to mature as of the 
dates of September 19th, October Ist, Oc- 
tober 5th and October 15, 1896, and bear in- 
terest at the rate of 3 per cent per an- 
num, such interest to be prepaid.’’ 

The New Crematory. 

The report of the sanitary committee 
caused some discussion. 

The original resolution had been intro- 
duced by Councilman Thomas as follows: 

“Resolved, That the mayor appoint a 
committee ef five for the purpose of lo- 
cating a site for one or more crematories 
and that said committee examine into the 
advisability of locating one of said crema- 
tories as near the center of the city as 
possible for the cremation of garbage and 
combustiblé matter.” 

On this the petition of citizens was as 
follows: 

‘To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of Atlanta—Gentlemen: We the 
undersigned citizens of the first and fifth 
wards of Atlanta respectfully petition 
your honorable body to carry out in spirit 
and letter the solemn promise of the 
council of 1894 and 1895 to adopt cremation 
for the disposition of garbage and build 
cremitories if the one then being tested 
proved successful. 

‘“The lIocation of the present crematory 
was based on that prom.se and we have 
peacefully submitted to the hauling of all 
the city’s waste through the wards until 
the crematory has been declared sanitary 
and successful by the health officials of 
Atlanta many times. 

“Honesty and fair dealing as well as 
economy and good sanitation demand that 
each portion of the city should take care 
of its own filth and we earnestly and 
hopefully pray that steps will be taken 
immediately by your honorable body to 
cremate all the dangerous waste of the 
city in districts where it is produced or 
outside of the city limits near such dis- 
tricts.’’ 

The report of the sanitary committee and 
finance committee, to which the matter 
had been referred, was as follows: 

“The report of the committee is adverse 
on this resolution and recommend that the 
board of health be authorized to proceed 
to secure a lot in the central part of the 
city and build a double crematory for gar- 
bage only, the fund to be taken from the 
sanitary appropriation for the year 1896.”’ 

The report was adopted. 

As to Vaccination. 

The report of the committee on schools 
amended section 651 of the city code and 
provided that it should be possible for a 
child to enter the public schools without 
being vaccinated, provided that two repu- 
table physicians declare the operation 
would be dangerous to the life and health 
of the child. The admission of the child 
after this was done was within the dis- 
cretion of the board of health. 


No Asphalt Now. 

When the report of the committee on 
streets was called for the resolution with 
reference to paving Capitol avenue with 
asphalt was read. 

Upon motion of Mr. Hutchinson this re- 
port was tabled. The committee reported 
favorably to working out Vine street from 
West Fair, to work Parson street at a 
cost of $199, to improve Connolly street at 
a cost of $1,000, to appointing C. J. Dallas 
appraiser to open Dun street, to work out 
Rice street at a cost of £500. 

As to Auburn Avenue. 

The report with reference to Auburn 
avenue was not introduced. This was held 
for the purpose of being changed. Accord- 
ing to the decision of Attorney Anderson 
the report should be framed again as ‘it 
read pave and should have been repave. 


In Favor of Old Vets. 


The tax committee took care of the old 
vets. The following report was given a 
second reading and ordered an ordinance: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council of the city of Atlanta, That 
from and after the passage of this ordi- 
nance, the various provisions of the tax 
ordinance of the city of Atlanta as to the 
payment of registration taxes shall have 
no application to the cases of old soldiers 
having free license from the state to ped- 
die, whether the old soldiers go from place 
to place in the city peddling the kind of 
wares, or such old soldiers occupy stands 
for the disposition and sale of their wares, 
provided, nevertheless, such old soldiers 
shall not be permitted to obstruct the 
sidewalks or’ streets with any such stand. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, That all ordinances 
and parts of ordinances, in, conflict with 
this ordinance be, and they are, hereby re- 


pealed.”’ 
Ask for More Time. 


No report was read from the two commit- 
tees in reference to the new city hall mat- 
ter. By ccmmon consent beth the com- 
mittee of Mr. Inman and that of Mr. Day 
was given more time as requested by them. 

The special committee reported favorably 
with regard to the expenditure of $5,0€0 for 
improvement of Jackson street from Cham- 
berlin to Gartrell. 

Under the head of resolutions a commu- 
nication from Mr. W. A. Hagan to Colo- 
nel Albert Howell was read, asking for 
an old bell formerly used by No. 2? engine 
house as a fire bell. The bell was the prop- 
erty of his father and was used by him at 
a school near Trinity church. Mr. Hagan 
asked that it be given him as a relic. This 
was referred to the board of fire masters 

The resolution with regard to the use of 
Brisbine park for baseball was referred to 
the police and park committees. 

Councilman Day meade a short speerh 
objecting to its passing without being re- 
ferred to 2 committee. : 


The Pinkerton Matter.

@ unanimous vote it was decided to refer 
it to the board of police commissioners. 

The following ordinance was introduced 
by Councilman Culberson and referred to 
the committee on electrical and other rail- 
ways: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and gener- 
al council— 

“Section 1. That from and after the pas- 
sage of this ordinance, all cars operated 
by the different systems of street railways 
in this city running on different streets 
thereof, and with different terminal points, 
shall be so marked with lettered signs on 
the ends thereof, in day time, and with 
lights of different colors, or illuminated 
lettered signs at night, that the different 
routes can easily be distinguished at all 
times, and a violation of this ordinance 
shall subject the company guilty thereof, 
upon conviction, to a fine of not exceeding 
$100 for each offense, in the discretion of 
the city recorder.’’ 

An ordinance was introduced by Mr. 
Woodward that the office of plumbing in- 
spector be abolished and that an assistant 
building inspector be appointed to act in 
that capacity. This was referred to the 
sanitarv committee. 

The session closed with an explanation 
from Councilman Maddox who announced 
that he meant nothing personal in his re- 
marks during the afternoon.

“The right sort of prayer,” said Mr.

Mr. Jones went ©n to say that it wasn’t 
necessary to pray long prayers. He didn’t 
believe in them. Christ sat a beautiful ex- 
ample in this respect. His prayers were all 
short. “I’ve listened to some old brother 
pray,” said Mr, Jones, “until I almosi 
lost my religion. God don’t want us to 
pray for everything, and if We want to 
have a great revival here in Atlanta, let 
ws pray for the heathens in this city and 
let up On those in fore.gn lands.”’ 

Mr. Jones next compared prayer to a 
telegraph line running between earth and 
heaven, The failure of God to aynswe1 
prayer was often due to the fact tha‘ 
something had fallen against the wire which 
prevented the current of prayer from pas- 
sing unobstructed. In this connection he 
discussed card-playing and dancing and de- 
clared that no. Christian’s prayer would 
ed be answered who indulged in these 
vices, 

“I frequently hear,’”’ he continued, “some 
old sinner make use of this remark: “Tis 
useless for me to:pray. I don’t understand 
it. I pray every night in my closet, but 
the Lord don’t hear me.’

In this connection Mr. Jones told of a 
rich man who found a blissful experience 
akin to that of heaven in providing for the 
wants of a sick woman. ““‘When that man 
knelt down to pray the Lord heard” him, 
and so, my brother, if you want the Lord 
to hear you, you must do something your- 
self.

Sam Jones preached to a large audience 
at the tabernacle last night. The services 
were opened by the singing of several 
hymns,, the choir being led by Mr. Till- 
man, who 4% accompanying Mr. Jones on 
his evangelical tours around the country.

HOT SHOT FOR CHURCH MEMBERS. 


ORE DIDN'T PAN OUT 


Florida Phosphate Land Owners Say 
They Were Defrauded. 


THEY FILE SUIT TO RECOVER 


The Petition Contains Many Allega- 
tions and Accusations of a Very 
Sensational Nature. 


Suit has been brought by several of the 
stockholders of the Marietta Pebble Phos- 
phate Company against W. H. Warren, of 
Atlanta, and W. H. McKenzie, A. M. Dobbs 
and R. H. Northcutt, of Marietta, for the 
recovery of $21,700, which they allege has 
been fraudulently held by the defendants. 

The petition was filed by Attorneys Ar- 
nold & Arnold, representing J. T. Hender- 
son, Mrs. Pauline F. Henderson, W. R. 
Turner, J. E. Boston, W. E Garwood, F. 
M Boston, J. C. Green, W. B. Metcalffe 
and W. C. Fisher, stockholders of the 
company. 

The defendants are charged with collect- 
ing $30,000 for the purpose of making a 
large investment in Florida phosphate land 
and the organization of a company which 
was to take charge of the property and 
nine the phosphate and then sell it. This 
vas more than two years ago, so the peti- 
‘on alleges, but the company has never 
ransacted any business, and though it has 
‘ot been totally destroyed, it is stated that 
he property has been swept away and the 
stock is practically valueless. 

The Marietta Pebble Phosphate Company 
was organized in the fall of 1891 and a char- 
acter was duly granted by the superior 
court. It is claimed that W. H. McKeuzie 


and A. M. Dobbs first conceived the idea of 


; buying the land and organizing the com- 


pany. With that end in view the petition- 
ers state that they were approached and 
asked to buy up the stock-of the new com- 
pany, paying for the stock the-sum of $100 
per share in cash. The capital stock was 
made $30,000 and this amount is claimed to 
have been collected a little later on by Mc- 
Kenzie & Dobbs. 

The plaintiffs claim that the land was rep- 
resented to be very valuable and fully 
worth the purchase price of $30,000, and af- 
ter awhile the company would be able to 
pay handsomely for the amount invested. 
It was also represented, so.it is said, that 
McKenzie & Dobbs were to be interested 
in the enterprise and would take a lot of 
the stock. They claim that the Marietta 
Guano Company, which is largely controlled 
by McKenzie & Dobbs, placed its name on 
the subscription list for fifty shares of 
stock at $100 per share. 

Sensational Allegations Made. 

The petition further sets out that the land, 
whcih was to be purchesed for 30,000, was 
bought bY McKenzie & Dobbs from 8. L. 
Griffin, of Florida, for the sum of $8,300, 
but that the.deed was made to show that 
$30,000 had been actually paid. 

The petitioners claim that Mr. Griffin 
was sworn to secrecy by McKenzie & Dobbs 
and that he was told to say that he had 
received the full amount named in the ceed. 
The balance, $21,700, is said to now be in 
the possession of Mckenzie & Dobbs, 
between whom the money was divided. 

It is to recover this amount that the suit 
has been filed. The property which was 
purchased is said to be valueless, :nd not 
worth exceeding the amount for which it 
was bought. Instead of being a valuable 
phosphate mine, as shown by a stat:ment 
from a chemist while the stock was beirg 
raised, the petition sets forth that it was 
nothing of value and that no money could 
be made from the phosphate. A plant was 
established, but nothing could be done and 
no rock was mined. 

Swept by the Sheriff. 

The petitioners claim that their property 
for which it was supposed the sum oj 
$30,000 was paid, has been swept eway by the 
sale of the sheriff of the county in which 
the land was located, and that every dol- 
lar which the plaintiffs put into the com- 
pany has been lost. They have further 
been defrauded, it is claimed, in that while 
they Were compelled to pay a hundred cents 
on the dollar for their stock several other 
stockholders only paid 50) cents. 

Plaintiffs state that they have made for- 
mal demand for the repayment of the 
money which was fraudulently obteined, 
but their petition has been passed without 


being noticed. 

The name ofW. H. Warren is used only 
for the purpose of setting forth the parties 
to whom the deed was made, as he solicit- 
ed none of the stock subscriptions and 
made no misrepresentations,

BETRAYED BY HER EMPLOYER 


‘&he Came to Atlanta To Live a Better 


Life, but Once from Grace She 
Lost Herself Completely. 


A very sad fact in the downfall of a 
pretty young woman was brought to light 
at the police station Saturday night. She 
was arrested on a charge of petty theft and 
while in the prison she told the story of her 


shame. 

The young girl came to Atlanta about 
eighteen months ago to begin life anew and 
try to better her ways.

She left 
her home in Jacksonville, Fla., disgraced 
by a faithless lover, and took up her resi-

and moved to a room on Marietta street. 

Later the girl secured another position 
but, it seems, found it impossible to secure 
work sufficient to support herself. She 
formed the acquaintance of women of dis- 
repute and gradually her reputation became 
stained. In the last few months the girl 
has been living in a room on South Forsyth 
street and it was there that she was arrest- 
ed Saturday night by detectives. 

When locked up at the police station the 
girl gave her name as Ethel Wells. That 
is not her real name, but she has been liv- 
ing under it since taking up her present 
A few days ago she visited the house

She is by 
no means penniless and the officers believe 
that nothing except’ a general demoraliza- 
tion of her character and indifference to 
her former honesty caused the woman to 
steal the goods. 

Sunday the woman remained in a cell at 
the station full of remorse at her conduct. 
Yesterday morning the Lanier woman told 
the officers that she had no wish to prose- 
cute the woman and the unfortunate young 
woman was released during the day. She 
expressed a willingness to go to the home 
for reformed women, but stated that she 
would prefer to go back to her people in 
Ilorida. She is thoroughly penitent and the 
officers believe in her sincerity to do better 
The Laniér woman agreed to withdraw 
prosecution if the girl would go te the re- 
form home or back to her parents. 

The girl says that she was betrayed by 
her employer in Jacksonville, who pretend- 
ed many things to her.

The Governor Writes His Name to a 
Liberty Paper. 


The last of the Delk gang, that gang of 
evil-doers which gave Georgia’s criminal 
history a thrilling chapter, had _ the 
Shackles cut from his ankles and walked 
from the penitentiary yesterday afternoon 
a free man. 

It was John Moore, and his change of life 
was due to Governor Atkinson’s signature 
to @ pardon. 

The history of the Delk gang is well 
known in Atlanta and throughout the state. 
Five years ago the gang was the terror 
of Atlanta and the adjacent country and 
the anxiety of the detectives of the state. 
Crimes were an everyday occurrence, and 
a chase for the Delks and their associates 
was always on by the police department 
and the detectives of Atlanta. Finally, 
through a woman who broke confidence 


| with them, they were captured and jailed. 


In jail they lingered for months awaiting a 
trial, and when the trial came they were 
convicted and rent to the ,penitentiary. 
Since then one after another has been 
given his liberty until only one, John 
Moore, was left bereft of liberty. Moore 
was booked as a burglar and was regis- 
tered trom Fulton county with seven 
years of service charged to him. After he 
had served four years along with his pals 
in crime and seen those pals walk away 
from prison through executive clemency, 
his position was made more burdensome to 
him. 

But his friends went to work and the 
prosecutor, a large list of citizens and the 
solicitor general requested and recommend- 
ed a pardon, 

Governor Atkinson subscribed to the par- 
ddn yesterday morning and Moore reached 
Atlanta last night with the paper in his 
pocket to protect him against a stray po- 
liceman who might take him for an es- 
caped convict. 

The Delk gang is now out of the pen 
and may be heard from again.

Mr. Brant made his impress politically first 
by reclaiming from the republicans a 
ward that had always been republican. This 
he held until he was forced into the race 
for the higher branch of the York legisla- 
tive body, which resulted in placing him 
in a seat a republican had occupied for a 
long time. Two years ago he was urged 
to make the race against Hon. Robert J. 
Lewis, who had been mayor the previous 
three or four years, but declined and the 
strongest democrat of the city was pitted 
against the then incumbent and was de- 
feated. Last fall while Mr. Brant was in 
Atlanta visiting his brother-in-law, Mr. M. 
Gaines, he was nominated for mayor by 
his party without his consent and without 
his knowledge really till he was advised by 
wire, 

Mr. Brant once was a Georgian, and 
though it was his first visit south to his 
Kkinspeople, Mr. Gaines and a sister, he 
cut it short-to return home to throw him- 
self into the fight which his friends had 
thrust upon him. Imbued with that same 
spirit which animates all Georgians, it 
matters not how short it may be, he jump- 
ed into the campaign with the hero of 
the republican party, not only a many- 
times mayor of that city, but a kinsman of 
General Lewis, ex-postmaster of Atlanta, 
who was pitted against him. Five thou- 
sand, six ‘hundred and sixty-six votes were 
polled in the election. Mr. Brant won by 
a majority of twenty-eight. 

With Mr. Brant a democratic treasurer, 
a democratic city comptroller, a democrat- 
ic city assessor, a democratic majority of 
the board of aldermen, an even split in 
the members of the select councilmen and 
an even split in the common councilmen 
were obtained for the first time in many 
years in York, Pa., so republican were the 
proclivities of the city. 

Naturally proud of his victory, Mr. Brant 
has written to his kinsman, Mr. Gaines, 
and in his letter says: 

“That short editorial paragraph in The 
Atlanta Constitution when I was in At- 
lanta was copied by all the papers here, 
and that line ‘the coming mayor, became 
the war cry of the fight and did, IT honest- 
ly believe, as much as anything else to 
bring the town into the ranks. It was a 
hot fight, but you know a man who has 
ever trod Georgia soil likes a hot fight,” 

Several letters of congratulation were sent 
Mayor-elect Brant yesterday by Georgians, 
judging from the number of inquiries made 
upon Mr. Gaines for his address during the 
ay.

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STATE TAKES A HAND. 


Governor Atkinson Will Offer $250 
Reward for the Wreckers. 


TALKS OF THE OUTRAGE 


General Superintendent Green, of the 
Southern, Went Down to the 
Wreck Yesterday. 


—---- 


Governor Atkinson will this morning issue 
an order offering a reward of $250 each 
for the capture of the Stone Creek train 
wreckers who moved a rail on the trestle 
over that stream Saturday night. 

Today, perhaps, the officials of the 
Southern railway will offer a very large 
reward for the arrest and conviction of 


the criminals. The railroad authorities are 
determined to bring to justice the perpetra- 
tors of the dastardly deed which resulted in 
the death of three men and the injury of 
dozens of passengers and trainmen. 

General Manager Green, of the Southern 
railway, arrived ‘n Atlanta yesterday af- 
ternoon on his special car and left imme- 
diately for the scene of the wreck. He will 
make a personal inspection of the situa- 
tion this morning amd will vigorously pros- 
ecute the work of bringing the wreckers to 
justice. He came from Washington for the 
purpose. Threats of lynching were freely 
indulged in at the wreckage and in Macon 
Sunday, and had the bloodhounds or of- 
ficers run down the wreckers they would 
have been hanged very quickly. 

The wreck was a well-planned one. The 
details of it were told in Sunday’s and yes- 
terday’s Constitution. It was one of the 
most disastrous in a long time in 
this section, and by -reason of the 
outrageous criminality of the perpetrators 
it is regarded as the most important oc- 
currence in criminal annals of the state for 
some time, 

Governor Atkinson said last night that 
he earnestly hoped for the apprehension 
of the criminals. 

“IT feel it my duty to offer a suitable re- 
ward for the arrest and conviction of the 
criminals,” said the governor to The Consttl- 
tution representative. “The perpetrators 
of such an outrage deserve the severest 
punishment. Of course, I think it is the 
duty of the railroad company to make 
every effort to bring the guilty men to 
justice. The burden is on the officials. IT 
simply offer a reward to impress upon the 
criminals and others of their kind that by 
doing such a dastardly deed they commit 
a crime not only against the railroad com- 
pany, but against the state and its people. 
The lives and property of citizens cannot 
be safe so long as such outlaws go free. 
I sincerely hope that the guilty in this in- 
stance will be arrested and properly pun- 
ished for their work.”’ 

General Superintendent Green will return 
to Atlanta tonight, perhaps, and Assistant 
Superintendent Barbour Thompson is also 
expected here. It is certain that a big re- 
ward will be offered by the officials and 
that tney will engage the best detective 
talent to be had in the south to ferret the 
cas» and capture the criminals. Half a 
dozen of the road’s best detectives are al- 
ready on the scene of the wreck and at 
work. 

Superintendent Beauprie, who went down 
to the scene of the wreck late Saturday 
night, has not returned to Atlanta yet. He 
met General Superintendent Green in Macon 
last night and acquainted him with the 
full details of the wreck. This morning 
the entire case will be gone over and Mr. 
Green will make a personal inspection of 
the situation. _

The New Solicitor Tried Several Criminal 
Cases Yesterday. 


PRISONER FIGHTS A BAILIFF 


A Large Number of Jail Cases Were 
Taken Up and Disposed of by 
Judge Berry. 


Solicitor James F. O'Neill made his best 
bow yesterday morning when the second 
division of the city court was called to 
order by Judge Berry. 

Bailiff Frank Meyers, who is acting in 
that capacity for the time being, was 
present, and assisted the new _ solicitor 
in his duties. Mr. J. R. Hewell, who has 
been in the office of Bailiff 
Several days, was also present in the 
courtroom and watched the proceedings, 
whicn were to a degree new to him. 

Solicitor O’’Neill began his work as the 
prosecutor of the court without any hesi- 
tation, and from the first case it was 
apparent that he had thoroughly prepared 
hs cases and knew just what was in them 
for the state. 

The first case called was lost by the 
new solicitor. The case was that of the 
State versus Lou Summers, who was ac- 


cused of larceny from the house. The 
woman was charged with having stolen 
a clock from a lady several weeks ago. 
She pieaded not guilty and Solicitor O’Neill 
placed several witnesses on the stand 
for the prosecution. The jury went into 
the room and returned a few minutes 


later with a verdict of not guilty. 

John Harris, a burly negro, who was 
charged with being an accomplice of the 
woman, was then placed upon trial, and 
he also gave a plea of not guilty. There 
seemed to have been an effort on the part 
of the attorneys in the case to settle the 
matter, but the trial proceeded, and in- 
Stead of the jury acquitting Harris, it 
found a verdict against him and the negro 
was given a fine of $75, or nine months 
on the public works, 


Harris Shows Fight. 

As soon as the verdict was returned and 
the fine imposed, Judge Berry called an- 
other case and Harris was told to leave 
the courtroom in company with Deputy 
Sheriff Greene. As the negro passed a 
policeman who was sitting in the room, 
he called the officer and applied to him an 
epithet. The language was not very loud, 
but plain. Judge Berry was engaged at 
the time and did not hear the oath used 
by the negro. 

Deputy Green pushed the negro through | 
the door and told hinr to hush. | 
When the prisoner's room was reached, 
Harris became very abusive and used 
several oaths, cursing out the court 
and officers in general and the prosecutor 

Of the case in particular. 

Harris was shoved into the prisoner's 
room, and as he was released by Mr. 
Green, he turned and made a vicious at- 
tack upon the officer of the court. 

For a moment Mr. Green was in great 
peril and it seemed that he was at the 
mercy of the infuriated negro. Just as 
the prisoner attempted to strike the of- 
ficer a blow, Mr. Green picked up a stick 
and defended himself from the attacks of | 
the prisoner. 

The door was closed in time to prevent 
any escape off the prisoners, but not before 
many made a break for liberty. Mr. Green 
stood with his back to the door and with 
his club drawn, soon quieted the men with- 
in. 

Many Cases Disposed Of. 

During the session of the court several 
cases were disposed of and manhy prisoners 
who were taken from the cell in the county 
jail were removed to the county chain- 
gang. 

William Jones, charged with larceny 
from the car, was tried on an indictment 
found by the last grand jury and he was 
conv.cted on a plea of guilty, which he en- 
tered when his case was called. The ev- 
idence showed that the truck hands em- 
pioyed at the Central railroad freight 
depot were in a-habit of hanging up their 
coats in‘a car while they were at work. 
They charged that in their absence Jones 
entered the car and appropriated their 
coats. Jones was given a sentence of $50, 
or five months. 

Peter Smith, who was present on a war- 
rant charging him with larceny from the 
house, said he was not guilty when he 
Was asked to pass upon his case. He 
was accused of stealing a gold watch 
and chain from Sallie Turner. He was 
acquitted and his release was ordered 
by the court. 

An attachment was issued Dy the court 
asking for the arrest of Victor and Charles 
Constantine, prosecutors in a case before 
the court, as Judge Berry was of the 
opinion that they had disregarded the 
Summons of the law. 

When the defendants were brought into 
the courtroom, they stated that they had 
been present, but had left the room. for 
the purpose of making a statement in a 
case which was brought in the interest 
of the state. Upon this statement they 
were excused by the court and the at- 
tachmvents were dismissed. 

Kate Racker, charged with sefling whis- 
ky without a license, made demand through 
her attorneys for an immediate trial of 
her case. The woman has been out on 
bond since the warrant upon which she 
Was arrested was issued, but there had 
been quite a delay in the hearing of the 
case. Her demand was granted and she 
will be given a hearing on the charges 
in a few days. 

Several Pleas of Guilty. 

Aaron Clay, a tall negro man, was led 
into the courtroom and placed on trial 
on the charge of larceny trom the house. 
Clay was accused of stealing a knife, 
razor and two sapphire studs. 

i x! Stole ‘em, boss,’’ said the negro, 
an’ I s’pose I’se guililty.’’ 

“Fifty dollars or five months,’’ replied 
the judge, and Clay was marched from 
the room. , 

Wash Cothan pleaded guilty to stealing 
two titty pound cans of lard from T. R. 
Sawtell, and he was given the same fine 
as the one imposed upon Clay. ; 

W #liam™ Davis acknowledged that he 
stole $25 from the house of Mattie Allen 
and received a fine of £530 or five months. 

Victor Constantine stated to the court 
that he had been rebbed of a pair of shoes, 
and he was of the opinion that John 
Brown, the prisoner ,had taken his wear- 
ing apparel. Brown said he did not know 
anything about the shoes, but he was 
found guilty a few minutes later by the 
jury, and was given a fine of $30 or six 
months.

He was removed to the 
Johns Hopkins institute for the perform- 
ance of a necessary operation and he is 
now being cared jor preliminary to the 
work. The tenor of Mrs. Barrett’s letter 
is by no means encouraging and Mr. 
liardwick and others informed of the con- 
dition of Dr. Barrett are exceedingly 
anxious about the outcome of the work 
of the surgeons, 

As stated, Dr. Barrett was pastor of 
St. Luke’s for several years. During his 
stay in Atlanta he won for himself the 
friendship and admiration of a large circle 
of acquaintances in and out of his church.
